A meeting was held on Monday, September 29th, with Mr. and Mrs. Bird, Councillor 
Killaby and representatives from the Planning and Engineering Department with 
regard to Mr. Bird's land which is immediately north of Burnhamthorpe Road on the 
east side of the Credit River. Inasmuch as Mr. Bird's land will be greatly affected 
by the bridge structure over the Credit River at this location, it was decided that 
a resolution should be passed by Council with regard to same at the next Council 
meeting. The proposed wording of this resolution would be as follows: 


a Whereas Mr. R. A. Bird of 1469 Burnhamthorpe Road West is the owner of a large 
parcel of property immediately east of the Credit River and north of Burnhamthorpe; 
Whereas considerable funds will have to be expended to provide for a revised access 
to this property in conjunction with the proposed construction of a bridge over the 
Credit River on Burnhamthorpe; 

Whereas the interim draft of the Parkway Belt West plan shows Mr. Bird's property 
being required as part of this Parkway Belt; 

Whereas the above mentioned draft includes a policy whereby the purchase of particular 
parcels of land in advance of the requirements may be considered; 

Whereas the Provincial Government will be subsidizing the construction of the bridge 
crossing in an amount of 80% and therefore also subsidizing the expensive works re- 
quired to provide proper access to Mr. Bird's land; 

Whereas it is in the best interests of all parties concerned that funds not be used 
for providing proper access to the above mentioned lands if they are in fact going 
to form part of the Parkway Belt since a double expenditure would then be required; 
Be it resolved that the Provincial Government be requested to give a definite commit- 
ment as to the acquisition of the lands in question prior to January 15th, 1976, so 
that the final design details of the Burnhamthorpe bridge can be finalized in order 
that the required work can proceed in accordance with the City of Mississauga's 
Five-Year Capital Programme.

THE CITY OF MISSISSAUGA SUBMISSION TO THE 
REGION OF PEEL REGARDING AMENDMENTS TO 
BILL 138. 


The Regional Municipality of Peel Act was enacted 
June 22, 1973, and has remained substantially 
unchanged since that time. While minor legis- 
lative amendments have been made since that time 
to add greater clarity to certain sections of the 
Act, the original distribution of power, general 
procedures and regulations have not been signif- 
icantly altered. 


After two years experience with the procedures 
and powers set out in Bill 138, the City Council 
in March of 1975 called for staff comments on 
the need for possible amendments to the Bill. 


. A summary of issues was presented informally to 


the Civic Government Committee by senior staff 
April 22, 1975, at which time it was decided 

that a public meeting should be called to provide 
Council with further citizen input. This motion 
was ratified by City Council May 12, 1975, and 
the public meeting was held on June 9, 1975 in 
the City Council Chambers. 


At this meeting, City Council again received 


‘comments from senior staff members as well as 


various private citizens. The meeting concluded 
with the reminder to the citizens present that 
Council had previously indicated that citizen 
briefs would be accepted by Council until August 


29, 1975. 


COMMENTS

Citizen Comments 


The comments of the citizens in attendance at the 
June 9th public meeting may be suqeerioss within 
the following main points. 


That Mississauga, with the majority of the popu- 
lation and assessment, should be given greater 
representation on Regional Council; 


That Regional Government has produced higher taxes 
without a similar increase in perceived benefits; 


The Area and Regional Councils have not yet 


resolved a clearly defined role for the provision 
of hard services. Several individuals mentioned 
solid and sanitary waste collection and disposal. 


What is the most, appropriate role for,and there- 


for method of selection of the Regional Chairman? 


Citizen Briefs 


Only two citizen briefs have been submitted.

Mr. Blake Goodings, Chairman of the former Town 

of Streetsville Citizen Organization for Retention 
and Expansion Committee (SCORE) 

There is a major issue raised in this brief, which 
by implication, Mr. Goodings feels is still 
relavent in 1975. The brief clearly calls for 
more visible and more direct representation of 

the residents of the former town of Streetsville. 


The Council of South Mississauga Community Associ- 
ations (CSMCA) 


The executive and members of the Council of South 
Mississauga Community Associations (CSMCA) should 
be commended for the effort and obvious thought 


a rn 
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that has gone into the attached brief. While the 
brief has not gone into detail in any particular 
matter, it does indicate a range of issues which 
ma, be of concern to a number of residents of 


the City. 


Having examined the performance of both area and 
regional levels of government in Peel since 
their inception, the CSMCA brief focuses primar- 
ily on the role and structure of the regional 
level of government. 


Such factors as the potential for local interests 
to be represented at Regional Council, the need 

for comprehensive planning and efficiency in 
government repeatedly surface throughout the brief. 


Recognizing that experience with this "new form" 
of government has not been extensive, the CSMCA 
feels that it cannot make specific comments nor 
recommend amendménts to Bill 138 to improve the 
delivery of services,to reduce the costs of 
government-to alter the division of authority or 
to modify the Regional political boundaries. 
However, in general terms, each of these points 
is addressed. 


The primary recommendation of the CSMCAisthat a 
study be made of a new approach to comprehensive 
“regional” government in an area broader than 
Peel which reinforces local autonomy,and at the 
same time provides for improved co-ordination 
between the Province and local representatives 
when addressing significant issues. 


This suggestion has some merit as it is clear thet 
as the complexity of government increases, 

better co-ordination becomes essential. However, 
by establishing a level of government which has 

a broader jurisdiction than that of the present 
Region of Peel, with the addition of Provincial 
appointees as suggested, would not seem to provide 
a@ more responsive ora local orientated level of 
government. Such a mechanism would instead appear 
to be more removed from local concerns, less able 
to tailor policy decisions to community needs and 
possibly less flexible given the need for 
concensus in decision-making.

It is suggested that the views of the CSMCA on 

the need for the Regional Council to play a more 
co-ordinative role with program delivery being 

cax .ed out by the area municipality to the extent 
possible, may be recommended as an area for 
Regional Council to give further study. 


- The CSMCA also suggested that a fourth municipality 
should be considered to give better represen- 
tation to the southern and northern residents of 
the City. As this is a policy decision of sig- 
nificant import, it is recommended that Council 
give serious consideration to this point. 


The brief also touched on the benefits to be 
d@erived from their viewpoint if there was a 
better devision of responsibility for the _ 
provision of hard services. This point is shared 
by staff and is one of the primary motivations 
for the staff recommendations attached. 


RECOMMENDATIONS : 


Citizen Recommendations 


i. That a method for providing greater visibility 
and representation to the residents of the former 


Town of Streetsville be found; 


2. That Regional Council examine in some form the 
validity of the creation of regional government 
as justified from a financial standpoint. 


3. That the City of Mississauga request greater 
representation on Regional Council to reflect its 
population size and assessment base; 


4. That serious study be given to the possibility 
of the formation of a new joint intergovernmental 
authority to act as a co-ordinating mechanism 
between the Province and the area municipalities 

-in the Toronto commuter shed.

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That consideration be given to the formation of 
a fourth area municipality within the Region of 
Peel, drawing most of its population from Miss-

Purthermore, that the Mississauga Council continue 
to have nine councillors, each representing a 
somewhat smaller population (proportionately) 

than at present and that all nine councillors, 
plus the Mayor, sit on Regional Council 


And further, that in order to balince the repre- 
sentation at Regional Council, it is recommended that there be 
an increase in the size of that body with 
Mississauga and the new municipality granted the 
majority of the votes. 


That Regional Councillors from Mississauga con- 
tinue to be elected indirectly but that sufficient 
staff assistance be provided directly to council- 
lors in order to increase their capacity to per- 
form their task. 


That consideration be given to amalgamating Peel 
and Halton Regions but with powers more in line 
with the Federal system than with the current 
Regional government system - i.e. co-ordinating 
responsibilities with most local services provided 
by municipalities. (An alternative might be to 
eliminate Halton, splitting the territory between 
Peel and Hamilton/Wentworth). 


That the Chairperson of the Region continue to be 


elected indirectly by the incoming council. 


That the term of office of the Regional Chairman 
be limited - perhaps to three two-year terms or 
two three-year terms. And further, that an exec- 
utive committee, perhaps consisting of the four 
area municipality mayors, or chairpersons of 
committees, be considered in order to “spread” the 
authority of the chairperson.

Stat. Recommendations _

Gentlemen: 


At the public meeting of the Wednesday, September 17th, 
| pointed out existing traffic problems on Fifth Line West which would be 
further aggravated by the proposed development at the Northeast corner of 
Sth line W. and Queensway. 


Fifth Line West was the original North-South artery in this area (prior to 
construction of Southdown Rd) and as a result, today it still resembles a 
country road, with ditches, wide road allowances, etc. As a result, its 
appearance invites speeds in excess of the 30 mph limit in that area. it 
also carries heavy traffic for the Homelands development and Sheridan Park 
research community traffic which uses 5th line to avoid stoplights at the 
Erin Mills Parkway intersections. There are no sidewalks on the East side 
of 5th line. 


The volume and speed of traffic has been a problem for residents, particularly 
those on the East side(without sidewalks) and those with small children. 


The proposed development of about 60 units would have to have vehicle access 
to 5th line only. Any resident of the new development going North, East, 

or West, would probably first go North on 5th line to Dundas, instead of 
using the Queensway and Erin Mills Parkway which would add 2 more intersection 
stops and more turns. 


Eventually, plans are for 5th line to become a cul-de-sac South of Dundas, 
and for Perran to join Erin Mills Parkway. This would mean a stop sign at 
Perran, which would slow traffic, and cutting off 5th line would also 
discourage some traffic volume. However, some measures are needed now,- 
even in advance of this proposed development since the problem exists now 
with today's traffic. 


We have previously suggested stop signs at the three streets which intersect 
with this stretch of 5th line (Haygate, Perran, and Herridge), and Mr. 
Culham has advised that this is being studied. Since our original enquiries 
on this matter were two years ago, | would appreciate being advised of the 
steps which have to be taken to implement a solution to this fundamental 
problem.

In response to your memorandum of September 4, 1975, regarding 
the Peel-Halton Pegional boundary, the following information 
is submitted. 


Prior to the implementation of Pegpnal Covernment, the western 
boundary of the Town of Mississauga was Winston Churchill 
Roulevard. In January 1973, the Ministry of Treasury, Economics 
and Intergovernmental Affairs released the report, "Proposal 

for Local Goverrment Reform in the Area West of Metropolitan 
Toronto", which outlined the proposed regional boundaries 

which showed the Oakville/Mississauga proposed boundary 
following Tenth Line south from Highway 401 to Concession Road 
Number 6, west to the Ninth Line, south to the 0.E.W. along 
Ninth Line, east along the 0.E.W. to Winston Churchill Boulevard, 
then south to Lake Ontario (see attached Map I). 


However, this boundary was revised prior to the establishing of 
Pecional Covernment on January 1, 1974, and fillows Ninth Line 
south from Highway 401 to Dundas Street, east to Winston 
Churchill Boulevard, and south to Lake Ontario as described 

in Appendix I. The area that was removed from Mississauga 
following the modification to the original proposal is bounded 
by Dundas Street on the north, ‘Ninth Line on the west, Winston 
Churchill Boulevard on the east and Q.E.¥. to the south.

The Accident Records File was checked for a period of twelve aonths -

8 Collisions occurred in the intersection. 

5 Involved vehicles making left turns from Dundas Street. 

3 Involved vehicles disobeying the red signal lights. 

- 20 Collisions occurred west of. the intersection on Dundas 
Street. 

12 Were rear-end collisions involving vehicles stopping to 
make left turns into driveways on either side of the 
road. 

8 Involved vehicles entering the Dundas from driveways. 

10 Collisions occurred east of the intersection on Dundas, 

all occurred within 200 feet of the intersection. 

6 oan eastbound vehicles stopping to turn left into 
the Plaza on the north east corner.

The problem in this area is not the control at the intersection but along 
Dundas Street, where vehicles are making left turns into business premises 
and must stop in the passing lanes befodre turning, and too many driveways 
too close to the intersection.

In general our gas supply is adequate to meet all but the very large 
industrial demands. Our supplier, TransCanada PipeLines is currently 
unable to purchase increased supplies from Western Canada and consequently 
cannot deliver increased quantities here in Ontario. We do plan however, 
to meet the requirements of all present and anticipated future residential 
and small commercial and small industrial customers. 


I am attaching a copy of the gas supply section of our latest prospectus 
which provides further details. 


I hope this answers your questions but if not, we would be pleased to 
attempt further explanation.

Gas Supply and Pricing 

Substantially all of the natural gas requirements of the Company and its subsidiaries are purchased under 
long-term contracts with TransCanada. TransCanada is subject to the jurisdiction of the National Energy 
Board, under the Nationai Energy Board Act (Canada), which regulates, among other things, the construction 
and operation of interprovincial gas pipelines, tolls and tariffs and the export and import of gas. TransCanada 
obtains substantially all the gas it sells to the Company from production in the Province of Alberta and such 
gas is removed from Alberta pursuant to permits granted by the Alberta Energy Resources Conservation Board 
subject to the approval of the Lieutenant Governor in Council. 


The major supply contracts and applicable volumes are summarized in the following table:

Notes: (1) TransCanada is making deliveries of such 40,000,000 Mcf at contractual levels and the Company takes the position that 
TransCanada’s obligation to do so is subject to the same terms and conditions which apply under the other long term 
contracts as summarized in the table except as noted in note (2). TransCanada has advised the Company. however. that 
it considers that it would not be liable for failure to deliver such 40,000,000 Mcf at contractual levels where such 
failure results from depletion of the supply of gas or impaired or non-deliverability of gas at the source. The Company 
has made application to the National Energy Board to confirm that the agreement is binding in its present form which 
does not contain such a condition. 

(2) These contracts relieve TransCanada of liability for failure to deliver gas when such failure shall be due to depletion of 
supply of gas or impaired or non-deliverability of gas at its source. 


At the present time, the Company is not able to contract for volumes over and above 1974/75 contract 
levels, although TransCanada continues its efforts to obtain additional gas as it becomes available from sources 
in Western Canada. While the Company believes that the prospects for obtaining a continuing supply at 
present contracted for levels from these sources are favourable, several factors, including federal and provincial 
government decisions and policies, are involved, which are outside the control of the Company. The Company 
anticipates that its long-term requirements will be met from frontier gas, such as that to be provided by the Gas 
Arctic Project. 


The Company at this time cannot determine the price it will be required to pay TransCanada for its gas 
supply after November |, 1975. 


The Petroleum Administration Act (Canada) ,which is yet to be proclaimed, empowers the Federal Govern- 
ment to set the price for natural gas in inter-provincial trade. The Minister of Finance, in his budget speech of 
June 23, 1975, announced that the price of such gas would be increased from the current level of approximately 
82 cents to $1.25 per Mef at the Toronto city gate effective November |, 1975. If this price is established, 
annual gas costs to the Company will be increased by approximately $131 million. 


The budget speech also contained statements that the $1.25 per Mcf Toronto city gate price represents 
“about 85% of commodity value” and that “natural gas must be priced at parity with crude oil at Toronto 
within not less than three years, but no more than five years.” 


Failing implementation !»y the Federal Government of a price of natural gas under The Petroleum Admini- 
stration Act, or other government action to establish a different price, the price to TransCanada of gas purchased 
by it from producers in Alberta will be $1.15 per Mcf after November |, 1975. This price, which is based upon 
the results of an arbitration award in Alberta in April 1975, would apply to substantially all of the gas purchased 
by TransCanada. 

In its application to the National Energy Board for a rate increase to recover the prospective gas price 
increase, and other items, TransCanada has estimated that a wellhead price of $1.15 would result in a Toronto 
city gate price of approximately $1.75 per Mcf. This would increase the Company's annual gas costs by 
approximately $285 million. 

The Company will apply to the Ontario Energy Board for adjustments to its rates to recover any resulting 
increases in its cost of gas. 


Gas Arctic 

The Company is participating with a number of other companies, most of which are engaged in the petro- 
leum and natural gas and pipeline industries, in the Gas Arctic-Northwest Project Study Group. The study is 
concerned with the economic, engineering and environmental problems of transporting natural gas from the 
north slope of Alaska and the Mackenzie River delta region of Northern Canada to Canadian and United 
States markets. The Company believes that this source of supply of natural gas is important to the long term 
needs of Canada and the Company. 

Service companies, including Canadian Arctic Gas Study Limited and Alaskan Arctic Gas Study Company, 
have been formed by the participants to complete the studies, to handle the filing of applications to govern- 
mental authorities and to take other steps necessary to obtain the required authorizations for the construction 
of the pipeline facilities. Applications have been filed with regulatory authorities in Canada and the United 
States, hearings before The Federal Power Commission have commenced and a hearing before the National 
Energy Board is to commence on October 27, 1975. 


The Company has conditionally agreed to invest up to $68 million over the next five years in the equity 
financing of the proposed pipeline. 


Storage 

Tecumseh Gas Storage Limited (“Tecumseh”), the outstanding shares of which are owned equally by the 
Company and Imperial Oil Limited, owns and operates storage pools in southwestern Ontario near Sarnia 
having a storage capacity of approximately 40 billion cubic feet all of which is contracted for by the Company 
on a long term basis. The transmission facilities of Union Gas Limited are used to deliver gas from Tecumseh 
to a point near the Company's major market area of Toronto. 


Additional storage space of up to 7.5 billion cubic feet is available to the Company under an agreement with 
Union Gas Limited. The Company has a small underground storage pool near Crowland in the Niagara 
Peninsula which is utilized to meet local peak day requirements. 

These storage facilities permit the Company to purchase gas during off-peak periods from TransCanada 
on the most favourable terms available, for subsequent use on peak days. This assists the Company in reducing 
the over-all cost of its gas supply and adds a measure of security in the event of short term interruption of pipe- 
line supplies.
